JAPAN. 


The following notes on some items of the import trade at 
Yokohama in which the British share might be increased have 
been received from the Acting British Vice-Consul there (Mr.

There is a considerable market for flour, which is at present 
practically monopolised by the United States, 
Flour. the particular quality of whose product seems 

to be specially favoured in Japan. 


In the import of condensed milk the United Kingdom maintains 

a steady 20 per cent. of the total. The British 
‘Condensed Milk. product is cheaper than that from either the 
| United States or Switzerland, and a variation 
of quality might perhaps make an extension of trade possible. 


The import of telegraph wire is nearly all from Germany, and 
the small British import has been decreasing

In all classes of paper imports, except printing paper, the 

United Kingdom is far behind Germany, 

Paper. Austria-Hungary and Belgium. This does not 

seem to be due to excessive price, as the British 

product is in many cases cheaper than that of its competitors. As 

the total trade is a valuable one there seems some opportunity for 

more competition. Even in the case of printing paper, in which 

the United Kingdom held premier place during 1907, only about 

25 per cent. was of British origin, Belgium and Germany, followed 
by the United States and Austria-Hungary, coming close after.

CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the confidential use of their members, but not for 
publication, information (chiefly as to openings for abroad British 
trade) to which it has appeared desirable in the interests of 
British trade to draw attention confidentially. The plan met 
with general approval, and last year, in order to attain more fully 
the purpose of the Board, namely, to reach all British manufac- 
turers or traders interested, it was decided, on the recom- 
mendation of the Commercial Intelligence Committee, to sup- 
plement the above-mentioned system by opening at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., a 
Register of British firms who might desire to receive confidential 
information relative to their respective trades. The Register was 
opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names entered. 
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Confidential Information. 





British firms desiring to have their names entered on this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

The admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it, 
of any firm is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“Board of Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.), in order to ensure that those who are desirous of receiving 
such confidential information should first be in possession of all 
the official information relating to their particular trade which 
is published in that Journal. The annual subscription to the 
Journal, including postage, is lds. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
SEPTEMBER, 1908.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for September, 1908, when compared with 
those for the corresponding month of 1907, show an increase in 
the value of the Imports into the United Kingdom, but decreases 
in the value of the Exports, both of the Produce and Manufactures 
of the United Kingdom and of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in September, 1908, was 48,028,2071., 
an increase of 2,692,756/., or 5°9 per cent., as compared with 
September, 1907, whilst the total Exports amounted to 36,909,0201., 
or a decrease of 4,189,612/. The Exports of the Produce and 
Manufactures of the United Kingdom alone show a decrease of 
3,935,1141., or 10°0 per cent., as compared with September, 1907, 
whilst there is a decrease of 654,498/., or 11:0 per cent., in the 
Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

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V.—SHIPPING IN SEPTEMBER, 1908. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
September, 1908, amounted to 3,574,457 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 5,000,823 tons, as against 3,583,318 tons entered, and 
4,811,431 tons cleared during September, 1907. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
September, 1908, amounted to 2,662,577 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,641,274 tons, as against 2,643,114 tons entered, and 
2,595,142 tons cleared in September, 1907. 


VI—NINE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-SEPTEMBER). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the nine months ended 30th September, 1908, amounted to 
29,913,539 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 42,379,540 tons, as 
against 30,796,832 tons entered and 42,956,178 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1907. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the nine months 
ended 30th September, 1908, amounted to 23,083,310 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 22,691,203 tons, as against 23,487,415 tons 
entered and 23,170,425 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1907. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Bulgaria.—The British Vice-Consul at Sofia (Mr. G. O’B. Toul- 
min) writes to call attention to some features of foreign competi- 
tion in that country and to offer suggestions as to the best means 
of combating them. 

He says :—‘‘ While it is a matter of private arrangement between 
buyer and seller as to the conditions under which trade between 
them is carried on, it can readily be believed that credit plays a 
most important part in a country like Bulgaria, where capitalists 
are few and turnover is slow. . . America exports large 
quantities of agricultural machinery to Bulgaria on a two years’ 
credit system, and the factories interested send their repre- 
sentatives there to study the conditions on the spot and to collect 
all possible information as to the integrity and financial standing 
of the dealers in whose hands the machines are placed. This 
enables farmers to extend their payments over two or even three 
harvests, a facility not to be lightly ignored. 

‘* Moreover, unsold machines are checked off and allowed to rank 
as for the following season’s supply, thus relieving the dealer of the 
anxiety of locking up his money in dead stock and paralysing his 
operations in other articles during the slack season. ie 

“Price lists, trade circulars, prospectuses, &c., if they are to 
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serve any useful purpose, must be in French, with prices marked 
in francs and centimes, weights in kilograms and measures in 
metres. . . During the last seven years only one such price 
list has been received at the Consulate from a British firm. 

‘‘ Correspondence, too, must be conducted in French or German, 
and on numerous occasions the friendly services of H.M. Consulate 
General have been solicited by dealers in Sofia for the translation 
of English letters into these languages. 

‘‘ By the employment of commercial travellers, the establishment 
of a British bank and sample museum, the translation of catalogues 
into French or German and the use of these languages in corres- 
pondence, the adoption of the metric system of weights and 
measures, the conversion of sterling into francs and centimes, by 
careful and attractive packing, by strict attention to the supply of 
goods according to sample and by according greater credit facili- 
ties—by these means only can British manufacturers hope to 
compete successfully with their foreign rivals.” 


Turkey.—The quarterly ‘“ Journal,” dated 15th September, of the 
British Chamber of Commerce of ‘[urkey, in an article on the 
prospects of developing British trade and enterprise in that 
country, points out that Turkey, and especially Asiatic Turkey, is 
practically virgin soil; railways and tramways have to be laid 
down, the use of electric power is almost unknown, the mineral 
and agricultural resources are undeveloped, and many thousands 
of square miles of rich land only await simple irrigation works to 
excel in productiveness even the Nile Delta. It is suggested that 
British financial and industrial firms who are disposed to participate 
in public works in Turkey should co-operate as much as possible, 
so as to avoid unnecessary competition. It should be remembered 
that very little English is spoken in the Turkish Government 
Departments, but French is generally in use. It is, therefore, 
most important that persons sent to Turkey to represent British 
firms should be able to carry on conversation in French. 
Moreover, all tenders, specifications, &c., should be drawn up in 
that language, and it is absolutely necessary that the metric system 
of weights and measures be used. 

The ‘‘ Journal” publishes a letter from the Correspondent of the 
Chamber at Salonica, in which he writes :— “ British Commerce in 
this part of the world is still seriously handicapped by the paucity 
of commercial travellers, especially of such as can speak some other 
language than their own. Germany, Austria, France, Belgium 
and Italy send large numbers of travellers . . . . Business 
catalogues, price-lists, &c., should be printed both in English and 
French, the latter language being universally understood and 
employed in business circles. English letters such as one 
occasionally sees, containing intricate technical descriptions of 
machinery, for example, are clearly fore-doomed to the wastepaper 
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basket, except on the off-chance of their finding some friendly and 
capable translator into French. British commerce is still further 
handicapped by the reluctance of British exporters to give credit ; 
in many cases cash with order or against shipping documents in 
London is insisted upon, the utmost concession obtainable being 
usually cash against documents on arrival of goods in Salonica. 
Almost all other countries accord as a rule three or four months’ 
credit, and longer terms are not uncommon. There can be no 
doubt that, with a little common sense in the choice of agents, 
three months’ credit might safely be given and that this concession 
would powerfully contribute towards enabling British commerce to 
hold its own in this country.” 


Japan.—The following remarks on the foreign trade of Japan in 
1907, and suggestions to British traders, have been received from the 
Acting British Vice-Consul at Yokohama (Mr. T. J. Harrington) :— 

‘‘In the case of imports increases were shown by the United 
Kingdom, Australia and Canada, while India, Hong-Kong and 
Singapore declined. The increased imports from the United 
Kingdom were mainly due to advances in metals, machinery and 
manures. Iron and mild steel of all kinds, nails, tinned plates, 
rails, steel bars and rods, and tea lead all showed marked advances, 
as also did ammonium sulphate, phosphorites, phosphoric manure, 
fish guano and other manures. Nearly all the departments of 
machinery showed advances, notably steam and gas engines, tur- 
bines and electrical machinery, while cycles, submarine cables and 
Portland cement also advanced. Against the above there were 
decreases in several items of cotton and woollen imports, more 
especially in cotton yarns and woollen cloths, which fell off very 
heavily. The falling-off in the exports to the United Kingdom 
was principally in habutz and other silks; copper also declined 
considerably, while there were some countervailing increases in 
other items.... 

‘“‘ Until a few yearsago British and other foreign firms established 
in Yokohama were nearly all mercbant firms representing numerous 
manufacturing and other companies in their home countries, and 
doing general import and export business. While the number and 
importance of such firms remains undiminished, there is an 
increasing tendency for large manufacturing concerns in the 
United Kingdom to have their own branches or representatives in 
Japan. This increase of direct interest in the trade with this 
country leads to a growing number of members of firnrs, agents and 
travellers visiting Japan. Sometimes this is a mere tour of inspec- 
tion, but often the intention is to open and register a branch office, 
appoint an agent, register a trade mark, or do some similar work. 
It may, therefore, not be amiss to point out that such visitors 
often come to Japan very inadequately equipped with the necessary 
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papers. Any kind of official work in Japan nearly always necessi- 
tates the filing of documents and certificates. It is therefore 
advisable that a person intending to transact any official business in 
Japan should be provided with all documents necessary. It is always 
advisable to have a passport or other documentary evidence of 
status as a British subject. Again, he should be provided with 
documentary evidence of his position and powers in his own frm. 
Thus, if he is to register trade-marks, appoint an agent or do any 
similar work, he should always bring with him a proper power of 
attorney or letter of authorisation, as the case may be. If he be 
a member of the firm, a partner or director, he should have some 
certificate to that effect. If registration of a branch office be con- 
templated, various statistical details of the firm will be required, 
and these should be brought duly certified by some competent 
authority. Japanese Government departments and other offices 
will generally accept Consular certificates on the above points, a 
useful procedure, as it obviates the filing of original papers which 
cannot naturally be conveniently surrendered. Such certificates 
cannot, however, be granted unless adequate proof be forthcoming, 
and for this reason documentary evidence, whether powers of 
attorney, declarations, certificates or other papers, should be pro- 
perly attested by a notary public in the United Kingdom and, if 
possible, authenticated by a Japanese Consul. 

“It is becoming increasingly necessary to give a warning to 
persons or firms who answer advertisements or printed or type- 
written circulars coming from obscure firms, whether Japanese 
or foreign, in this country. All countries possess the class of 
swindlers who profess to be ready to send goods on receipt of 
money, or to remit money on receipt of goods and fail to keep 
their contract, but such operations in Japan are much facilitated 
by the distance and the consequent difficulty of securing redress. 
Cases of such action come to light from time to time, and are 
almost impossible to deal with satisfactorily, as the method 
of operations is generally such that legal action is the only 
remedy. ‘This involves the sending of a power of attorney 
to a lawyer and other expensive action, and as the amounts 
at stake are frequently small, the complainant has often 
to let the matter drop. The majority of reputable British 
firms in Japan have offices in the United Kingdom, the colonies or 
India, while some of the largest Japanese firms also have branches 
abroad. Persons or firms beginning business with Japan and being 
inexperienced in local details, would often be well advised to deal 
with firms having offices in both countries, at all events at the out- 
set. Direct trade between parties, neither of whom has a repre- 
sentative in the other’s country, is often a doubtful matter. In the 
event of anything going wrong, e.g., in the event of a refusal to 
take delivery of gocds on a falling market, the firm injured may 
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find the lack of a local agent or representative a great obstacle to 
obtaining satisfactory redress, and may in fact have to suffer a loss. 
Even when the good faith of either side is not called in question, 
such a matter as the bankruptcy of one firm may, on account of 
distance, impose on the other great difficulty in safeguarding their 
interests. These remarks do not, of course, apply to firms of 
recognised standing, nor to cases where long business acquaintance 
has inspired confidence. 

“The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade 
can always give information as to the names and addresses (both » 
in Japan and home) of reputable British firms established in this 
country. Where persons receive communications from unknown 
firms in Japan, a request for information to one of the Consulates 
here might be a means of saving them from doing business with 
a firm of known doubtful reputation.” 





TIMBER WEALTH OF SIBERIA. 

The following information respecting the timber resources of 
Siberia has been received from the British Vice-Consul at Vladi- 
vostok (Mr. R. M. Hodgson) :— 

‘‘ Only a vague idea appears to exist in Europe of the wealth in 
timber, till now practically untouched, of Eastern Siberia. It 
seems probable, however, that, with the gradual depletion of the 
forests nearer home, this district will, in the immediate future, be 
called upon to supply to a considerable extent the demand for soft 
woods. Spasmodic attempts at an export trade have been made 
from time to time, mainly to China, though railway sleepers have 
been sent as far as South Africa. These, however, have not been 
followed up, holders of concessions and felling rights having shown 
no desire to organise with a view to the development of a foreign 
trade or indeed to do anything but supply the small quantities 
required for local needs. In a region so sparsely populated these 
must, of necessity, be small, and very little inroad has consequently 
been made, except along the Ussuri River and in the immediate 
neighbourhood of inhabited centres and railway lines, upon the 
resources of the country. 

«A body known as the ‘ Association of Lumbermen of the Amur 
Region ’ has, however, lately come into existence, including among 
its members the majority of the local concessionaires, and founded 
with a view to ‘the unification of local lumbermen, and the study 
and creation of measures adapted to the development, perfecting 
and support of the lumber industry in the Amur region.’ It is 
anticipated that this body will be of considerable utility in creating 
and organising the export trade, which is handicapped at present 
by lack of money and by ignorance of the lumber trade and the 
foreign markets in particular. It will also undertake negotiations 
with the authorities in matters affecting the general interest of the 
industry. 
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‘The forests cannot be compared in density with those of North 
America, but the area of iand lying idle in the Maritime province 
is immense and only approximate figures as to its extent can be 
given. The estimate of the Forest Department may be taken as 
sufficiently accurate, and this gives 509,000,000 acres in the Amur 
and Maritime provinces, of which 19,000,000 acres belong to the 
Cossack administration. Generally speaking, the forests are 
confined to the sea coasts, river beds and valleys, the high lands and 
mountains being bare or covered with brushwood. The forests of 
Northern Manchuria must also be taken into account; they 
produce excellent timber, though the coniferous kinds are some- 
what coarse-grained, but they are handicapped through being 
dependent on the railway for transport to Vladivostok, a distance 
of some 250 to 850 miles. . . . 

‘‘ The Government forests are under the Department of Domains, 
the official in charge having his headquarters in Khabarovsk, the 
seat of the Governor-General of the Amur region. The head of 
the Cossack administration is the Governor of the Maritime province, 
who resides in Vladivostok. ‘The region is divided into a number 
of forestries (e.g., Khabarovsk, Nikolaievsk, Lower Amur, St. Olga, 
Vladivostok, &c.). The right to cut timber on a large scale may 
be obtained either by way of concession for a term of years or by 
contract. Recent concessions have been granted for four years only 
(this being the maximum that the Governor-General can accord), 
with an extra year for taking away the timber felled. Though this 
period can be extended on application, yet it is generally recognised 
that it is too short, and efforts, which appear likely to prove 
successful, are now being made to have the regulations on the 
subject altered and a longer term allowed. Areas which the 
Government desire to sell are from time to time put up to auction 
either at Vladivostok or at Khabarovsk, the terms and conditions 
being published beforehand. They are adjudged to the highest 
bidder, who is required to pay down the equivalent of the royalty 
for one year on the number of trees put up to auction, a certain 
portion of the forest being allotted for each year of the currency 
of the agreement. Moreover, in the case of felling rights obtained 
by auction as well as those obtained in the form of a concession, 
some money deposit will generally be insisted upon. Felling 
tickets may also be obtained from the local forest officials giving 
the right to cut small quantities of timber on payment of the 
Government royalty. 

‘This royalty, which is levied on all timber and constitutes the. 
Government’s revenue from this source, is calculated on the cubic 
measurement of logs sold, and varies in the different forestries 
according to—(1) The size and kind of timber (logs are cut at 
present almost universally to a length of 21 feet), (2) the distance 
from the concession or area obtained under contract to the market, 
or, in case of timber for export, to the place .of shipment, and (3) 
the assortment.” 
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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


SOUTHERN NIGERIA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, 

Attentetien of information to the effect that the invoices which 

eatenn: are required, under the Customs Ordinance, 

1908, to accompany goods imported into 

Southern Nigeria may be attested before any person authorised to 

administer oaths in any British country or before a British Consul 
in foreign countries. 

In the case of consignments of goods of which the dutiable value 
does not exceed 5/., the attestation will not be required. 

To meet the difficulties which are sometimes found in having

FRANCE. 


H.M. Consul-General at Havre (Mr. H. L. Churchill) reports that 

. the “Compagnie Générale Transatlantique ”

pany’s line running between Havre, Nantes,

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The Acting British Consul at Savannah (Mr. A. Harkness) reports 
that during the past eighteen months a large 


hiiiedenae s at tract of marsh land on the eastern side of the 
Smell town of Brunswick (Georgia) has been con- 
(Georgia) verted by the railway interests at that port into 
— a series of well-equipped coal and freight 


wharves, timber docks, ice plant, &c. A powerful dredge working 
night and day has been deepening the water approaches thereto. 
The cost so far incurred for these terminals is estimated at two 
million dollars. It is also reported that the Southern Railway 
Company was recently awarded a contract for the delivery of 
1,500,000 tons of coal at the port of Brunswick, to be conveyed by 
steamers to Colon, for the service of the Panama Canal Commis- 
sion. The contract provides for the delivery of one thousand 
trains of thirty cars of coal each, or three trains daily for a year, 
and in order to handle this large traffic a series of coal tips will 
be used at the terminals so that the coal may be moved by the 
most modern labour-saving machinery available. 


ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


H.M. Consul at Buenos Aires (Mr. A. C. Ross, C.B.) reports that 
-_ the Argentine Government Railway Depart- 
barney to hal ment bes called attention to the uneatiafactory 
Railwa condition of the Central Northern Railway, as 

y: regards both the quantity of rolling-stock and 

the condition of the permanent way. It is stated that of the 193 
locomotives that ought to be in service there are actually only 148, 
and of these many are so much in need of repair as to be quite 
unfit for service. There are only 2,570 wagons, with a capacity of 
50,860 tons, in service, whereas the minimum wagon capacity 
ought to be 80,000 tons, so there is a shortage of 1,500 wagons. 
The workshops, which should be capable of receiving for repair 
15 per cent. of the rolling-stock, can take only 4 per cent., and it 
has not been found possible to get repairs done in private shops. 
The rails are in many places much corroded owing to the saline 
character of the soil on which they are laid. ‘I'he fencing of the 
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Shipping and Transyort. 





line has not been completed, 400 kilom. (about 250 miles) being 
still unfenced. A central station for the terminus at Santa Fe is 
required, with offices for the management, besides various stations 
and sidings along the route. It is estimated that a sum of eight 
million dollars paper (over 700,000/.) will be required to put the 
line into proper condition. The gauge of the line is one metre. 





CHINA. 

The Commissioner of Customs at Amoy, in his report for 1907,* 
Sinietttniion states that the construction of the Chang-Hsia 

y . 5 (Amoy-Changchow) branch of the Fukien 

mallway. railways, was begun at Sungseu (the terminus 
at the Amoy end of the line) early in July, 1907, and it is expected 
that the whole section will be completed by the spring of 1909. 
The line will pass along the north coast of the delta of the 
Changchow River, past Chaitsien, Haitsang and Shiwei, cross the 
North River near the famous bridge Chiang-tung-ch‘iao, known 
to foreigners as ‘‘Pholam Bridge,” and finally reach the east gate 
of the city of Changchow. There will be five stations on the line, 
and its length will be about 90 la (u=2,115 feet). The construc- 
tion presents no important engineering difficulties, the most 
considerable item being the bridging of the North River. Rails are 
to be purchased from the Hanyang foundries, sleepers from Japan, 
and the rest of the material from Europe and America, as may be 
found best and cheapest. From the Sungseu terminus a steam- 
launch service will connect with Amoy. 





MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


GERMANY (SAXONY). 


H.M. Minister at Dresden reports that the official “ Dresdener 
aie nape TaN Journal ” of 19th September publishes a decree 
Water and of the Saxon Government establishing State 
Minerals control over the search for and working of 

, minerals and water containing radium. 

H.M. Minister also reports that radio-active water has been dis- 
covered in the Oberwiesenthal, at Wolkenstein, in the district of 
Saint Georgenstadt, at Breitenbrunn, and especially in the neigh- 
bourhood of Alpenstock. In the mines at Georgenthal, in Vogt- 
land, water has been discovered which is very rich im radio-activity. 
This water shows 58°8 “units,” and is, therefore, richer than the 
strongest Karlsbad springs by 47°5 units, and contains almost one- 
third of the radio-activity of the strongest known radio-active 
water, viz., that of Saint Joachimthal.

ITALY (ELBA), 


The British Vice-Consul at Rio Marina (Mr. G. Tonietti) reports 

that the notable quantities of manganese iron ore 
Manganese Ores. required to be raised for the newly erected and 

projected iron smelting and steel works in Elba 
and on the mainland has stimulated prospecting. He states that 
despite the too-commonly repeated opinions of old-fashioned miner- 
alogists with regard to possible discoveries in the island, it may 
safely be averred that extensive and valuable lodes of this ore 
exist in undoubtedly remunerative quantities. The lodes dis- 
covered so far are found embedded either in a limestone or a 
siliceous matrix, and the proportion of manganese metal varies 
from 16 to 45 per cent. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, No. 4,118). 





CHINA. 


It appears from the report* on the trade of Amoy for 1907, by the 
basil t Commissioner of Customs at that port, that the 
eal Depa working of the mineral deposits in the Anki 
in South Fakien. a: strict by a Chinese syndicate has been 
authorised by the Board of Works. Preliminary investigations 
have shown that the concession contains coal and iron in great 
abundance, as well as lead and limestone. It is feared, however, 
that the new mining regulations may interfere with the scheme, 
and even cause it to fall through. There seems to be no doubt 
regarding the mineral wealth of South Fukien. An American 
mining engineer is said to have examined the district and dis- 
covered a mountain of magnetite iron ore a mile long and three- 
fourths of a mile wide, which is estimated to contain over 10,000,000 
tons. Limestone, galena, kaolin and zinc blende deposits are also 
reported, and samples of rich antimony ore and graphite have been 
brought in to the port. 


The Kiungchow report* states that the mineral resources of the 
island have attracted much attention recently, 
and two Chinese have obtained concessions to 
work tin and other mines in and about the 
Tamchow district and on the east side of the island. The tin 
mines are particularly rich—as much, it is said, as 90 per cent. of 
metal can be extracted from the ore. It is expected that as soon 
as the company is formed, and the necessary machinery landed, 
operations will begin on an extensive scale.

Locally a small effort has been made to foster 
the industry: foreign-made hand and treadle looms have- been 
imported, and the cloth is put up in lengths similar to Japanese 
goods. Native purchasers seem to prefer a cloth of some 12 yards 
by 18 inches, in original packages, to the cutting to measure of 
the large pieces everywhere imported. European firms might with 
advantage seek to satisfy this taste the better to compete with 
Japanese makes. 





JAPAN. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) reports 
that, although the prospects of an excellent 
rice crop have somewhat improved the outlook 
for the Japanese spinning companies as far as 
domestic demand is concerned, the export trade in yarns is still 
(report dated 15th September) very dull. The Cotton Spinners’ 
Association have, therefore, decided to continue to reduce their 
output by 27°5 per cent. for six months longer, dating from 
November, when the first short time period comes to an end.

SOUTH AUSTRALIA.

Creswell) reports, under date of 3rd September, that abundant 
rain had fallen all over the State during the week preceding that 
date, over an inch being recorded at nearly every agricultural 
station. Reports from the various centres state that the crops are 
looking strong and healthy, and it is anticipated that, as a result 
of the rains, the amount of wheat which wiil be reaped from the 
crops will be increased wonderfully. Immediately following the 
previous rains, this recent downpour constitutes a record for South 

Australia, and a bounteous harvest is practically assured. 





WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 

The Board of Trade have received from their Correspondent at 
Cc j Perth a copy of a statistical return of crops and 
Mae ni live stock in Western Australia for the season 
<isamty 1907-8, from which it appears that the agricul- 

“eT tural industry of that State has rapidly expanded 
during the last ten years, the area under cultivation of wheat having 
increased from 75,032 acres, producing 870,909 bushels (an average 
of 11-6 bushels per acre), in 1898-9, to 250,000 acres, producing 

2,758,567 bushels (11 bushels per acre), in 1906-7, and 281,000 

acres, _preducing 2,933,350 bushels (10°5 bushels per acre), in 

1907-8. The Government Statistician estimates that the surplus 

available for export of the last wheat harvest amounted to 693,317 

bushels. The hay crop for 1907-8 amounted to 136,626 tons, and 

good returns of barley, oats and potatoes were aiso obtained.

FRANCE. 


H.M. Embassy at Paris, reporting on the situation of the wine 
industry in the Champagne districts of Rheims, 
Epernay and Chilons, states that the crop at the 
beginning of the season promised to be a par- 
ticularly fine one, but, owing to the heavy rains 
of July, mildew set in and the crop has now proved a complete 
failure. The “Temps,” however, in-an article published in its 
issue of 20th September, points out that the industry is not so 
seriously affected by the failure of this year’s crop as is generally 
supposed. A succession of bad seasons has never been known in 
the Champagne district, and the progress of science has taught 
the growers that even the phylloxera can be overcome by careful 
treatment. With the help of the subventions offered by the State, 
the Departments and the Manufacturers’ Associations, the growers 
should find no difficulty in restoring the vines to health, and next 
year's crop, with the enhanced values that are sure to be realised, 
should compensate the growers for the losses sustained this season.

H.M. Embassy at Berlin has forwarded a copy of an Order of 
Order regulating the Governor of German South-west Africa 
Trade in prohibiting the sale of methylated spirit 
Methylated containing less than 80 per cent. by volume of 
Spirit alcohol, the sale of methylated spirit to natives,

for consumption the previous permission of the Administration 
must be obtained and the duty paid—methylated spirit being 
admitted into the Colony duty-free. The Order came into force on 
the 20th May last.

This return shows the numbers and nationalities of the pas- 
sengers that left, or arrived in, the United Kingdom for or from 
places out of Europe, and the net balance of, such passengers 
outward or inward, during the month and eight months ended the 
81st August, 1908, compared with the corresponding periods in 
1907. 

During the eight months ended the 3lst August, 1908, the total 
number (provisional) of passengers that left the United Kingdom 
for places out of Europe was 250,858, as compared with 437,693 
during the corresponding period of 1907, and the total number 
(provisional) that arrived in the United Kingdom from places out 
of Europe during the first eight months of 1908, was 258,025, as 
compared with 194,446 during the corresponding period of 1907. 
The balance of the total movement shows that the number of pas- 
sengers that arrived in the United Kingdom from places out of 
Europe exceeded the number of passengers that left the United 
Kingdom for places out of Europe by 7,167 during the first eight 
months of 1908, while during the corresponding period of 1907 the 
number of passengers that left the United Kingdom for places out 
of Europe exceeded the number that arrwed in the United 
Kingdom from places out of Kurope by 243,247.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of 
the Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and classified in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. On application being made to it either 
personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial 
Statistics ; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations ; Lists of Firms Abroad engaged in particular 
lines of business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial 
Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade 
Products ; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers, &c., &. * 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of 
the Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of 
Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada and Queensland have 
established, in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for dealing with trade 
matters (see below). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The ‘“ Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d. All 
applications respecting subscription, or the purchase of single 
copies, should be addressed in London to Messrs. Wyman & Sons, 
Ltd., Fetter Lane, E.C. ; in Edinburgh to Messrs. Oliver & Boyd ;

India.—An India Trade Enquiry Office has been established 
at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., for the purpose of supplying 
information as to the commercial products, manufactures and 
trades of British India. An India Office official is in daily 
attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. ‘The current 
publications of the Government of India dealing with Indian trade 
statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic products, &c., are kept 
in the office, and can be consulted free: the various Indian 
Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have opened an office at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C., under the designation of ‘ Canadian 
Government City Trade Branch.”

Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

New Zealand.—A Commercial Department is established at the 
Office of the High Commissioner, 13, Victoria Street, London, 
S.W., where information respecting the agricultural, pastoral, 
mining and other resources of the Dominion, and particulars 
concerning trade and industries, tariff regulations and commercial 
statistics can be obtained. Permanent exhibits of New Zealand 
products are maintained for public inspection both at the Imperial 
Institute and the Crystal Palace. 

Queensland.—The Agent-General for Queensland has opened a 
branch ‘office at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., where a representative 
attends daily to give information to enquirers regarding trade, 
mining, and all other matters relating to Queensland. Specimens 
of products representative of the pastoral, agricultural, and mining 
industries of Queensland are on view.

New South Wales.— With a view to facilitating the acquiring of 
information regarding the State’s products, the New South Wales 
Government have a commercial branch attached to the Agent- 
General’s Department at 123-125, Cannon Street, E.C. A great 
variety of specimens is on view—typical of the mineral, agricul- 
tural and other products of the country. Full information concern- 
ing the Colony is given gratis to all applicants. 

South Australia—The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
K.C., where specimens of every description of South Australian 
produce are now displayed. This Department will supply, free 
of cost, full information ,regarding the exports from South 
Australia of all sorts of produce. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, S.W., for the purpose of a Com- 
mercial Agency, under the superintendence of the Trades Com- 
missioner, who supplies free information on trade subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, such as agricultural products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, &c., &c. 

Natal.—The Government of Natal have established a Commercial 
Agency for that Colony at 26, Victoria Street, S.W., under 
the direction of the Agent-General. The Commercial Agent will 
supply, gratis, information on trade and industrial subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, commercial statistics, tariffs, railway rates, 
shipping freights, &c. Specimens of certain descriptions of Natal 
produce are on view. |
